Our contemporary appears determin- 
ed to have the last -word on the Chinese 
Tax Bill ; and we aro disposed to con- 
cede it. Our present object in briefly 
recurring to the subject . is to remind 
him that he has failed as yet to make 
it clear to any mind of comprehensive 
breadth that tbe British Columbia Act 
is similar to the Queensland Act. He 
has twice attempted the task, but has 
failed to accomplish it on both occasions 
— forgetting what ho started out to do 
in tho more absorbing and congenial 
pursuit of abusing tho editor of this 
journal. It is no proof that the local 
Act resembles tho Queensland Act be- 
causo both Acts deal with the same 
race. Yet our contemporary gravely 
asserts that it is ! Well, thero let the 
controversy rest. Tho plain duty of 
every well-wisher of a Chincso tax is to 
cease pointing out tho weak spots in the 
Bill, and to go heartily to work to 
secure its allowance at Ottawa. Bad 
as it is, tho Bill is better than none, 
and wo know of no more effective 
method of disappointing the large em- 
ployers of Chinese labor in tho House 
than by endeavoring to make tho 
measure operative. The Bill was 
drafted in a boot and shoe factory amid 
tho rat-tat-tat of half a hundred tack- 
hammers weilded by Mongolian shoe- 
makers, and was drafted expressly to be 
defeated at Ottawa. But tho machina- 
tions of the conspirators may be upset 
and the Bill yet become law. 



English. Mail. 

(Per Steamship City of Panama.] 

The Spiritualists have taken alarm at 
some of the evidence taken before tho 
Select Committee of the Houso of Com- 
mons on the subject of tho Lunacy 
Laws. The proof understood to have 
been produced that persons have in 
some cases been confined as lunatics on 
the strength of the singularity of their 
opinion conies home to this section of 
society, and they have instructed a 
committee to enquire into tho working 
and tendency of the Lunacy Laws, 
especially as they may bear upon Spirit- 
ualists. 

Baron Dowse, at the Armagh As- 
sizes, before sentencing a prisoner, ask- 
ed the governor of the gaol whether the 
new rules which require the prisoner 
to lay on a plank for tho first month 
were in force in Armagh gaol, and 
whether that meant that the prisoner 
should sleep in his clothes for a month. 
Both questions having been answered 
in the affirmative, Baron Dowse, who 
declared that Judges were not mere au- 
tomatons, but had their feelings like 
other men, said that he should give a 
much shorter sentence, for he consider- 
ed the new rule nothing more nor less 
than torture. 

Tho authorities of the General Post- 
office in England advertised for some 
women clerks, and requested applicants 
to call between the hours of ten and 
twelve a. m. Three thousand ladies 
called, and then the doors were shut. 
Tho street outside the Civil Service 
Commissioner's office was blocked for 
two hours by the women. 

The Herts Guardian states that Mr. 
Edward H. Hoskins, of Hoddesdon, a 
county magistrate, was attacked and 
gored by a savage bull at his farmstead, 
Musley, Ware, and that ho received 
such shocking injuries that he died an 
hour afterwards. Mr. Hoskins drove 
with two of his young children to the 
farmyard, where there was a bull loose. 
He was bellowing more than usual, 
and was probably irritated by tho wav- 
ing about of some white linen or mus- 
lin Mr. Hoskins had on his hat. Mr. 
Hoskins went to the bull and patted 
him, and turned to leave him, when the 
brute rushed .after him and tossed him 
up in the air. He fell on the farmyard 
straw or litter near a barn, built with 
brickwork at the base. The bull rush- 
ed at Mr. Hoskins as he fell, tore his 
clothes, and inflicted frightful injuries; 
Iub horns went through the clothing 
and on to the brickwork, chipping the 
bricks and mortar. The little children 
ran crying into the house. Two men 
found the bull standing over Mr. Hos- 
kins, goring and tossing him whenever 
he attempted to move.

EUROPE 

Berlin, Aug. 15. — The Bill for pre- 
venting the spread of socialism has been 
submitted to the German Federal Coun- 
cil. It prohibits associations, meetings 
and publications in furtherance of so- 
cialistic or communistic objects. The 
appeal from the decisions of the Contral 
authorities will be made to the imperial 
bureau made for tho purpose. 

Malaga, Aug. 15. — Thirty-one hec- 
tare* of vineyard have been attacked by 
tho phylloxera, the ravages of which 
are increasing alarmingly. 

London, Aug. 14. — ; It is stated that 
numbers of Russian troops in Bulgaria 
are deserting and joining the Bosnians. 
Tho Austrians have occupied Livno, 
Northwestern Herzegovina. 

London, Aug. 14. — It is stated Ad- 
miral Hornby has been ordered by tole- 
graph that as soon as the embar kation 
of tho Russian Imperial guard has been 
completed he shall withdraw his section 
of tho British fleet from Princes island 
in tho Sea of Marmora, to Gallipoli; 
but not retire ' to tho Mediterranean 
till tho remainder of the Russian troops 
have retired west of Chatalga, and the 
Turks are securely in possession of 
their works. He will then leave a 
sufficient number of ships at Gallipoli 
and in the Gulf of Saros to maintain 
the inviolability of the peninsular till 
all the Russians are beyond Adrianoplo 
or across tho Balkans. 

London, Aug. 15. — Sir Stafford 
Northcote, replying to a query in tho 
Houso of Commons, said "that no com- 
munications had been exchanged with 
the Vatican regarding the rc-establish- 
mont of diplomatic relations between 
Great Britain and tho Holy Seo." 



CANADA. 

Montreal, Aug. 15. — A train con- 
veying the Orange Young Britons home 
from Ottawa was fired into at Gloucester 
station. Several shots entered the cars; 
but the passengers were uninjured. 

Ottawa, Aug. 14. — The foot guards 
assembled at the armory in full strength 
to-night in anticipation of further dis- 
turbance and the police had orders to 
clear the sidewalks at dusk. Mayor 
Bangs having determined to preserve 
the peaco was energetically assisted 
by liberal-minded citizens on both sides. 
The leaders of many organizations also 
urged their partisans to remain at home 
to-night and not congregate in the 
streets.

SOUTHERN STATES. 

New Orleans, Aug. 14. — New cases, 
78 ; deaths, 17. The extraordinary in- 
crease of new cases of yellow fever re- 
ported by the Board of Health up to 
noon to-day has been the all-absorbing 
topic of conversation this a.m. Re- 
porters sought in vain for an explana- 
tion. A true report includes two days 
from the charity hospital; but that only 
adds seven or eight cases which should 
have been reported, and leaves 126 or 
127 chses that have occurred during the 
past twenty -four hours. 

Wilmington, Del., Aug. 15. — The 
following has been received here from 
Grenada, Miss., dated Aug. 14 : "To 
the Mayor of Wilmington — Help us to 
pay nurses and bury our dead. Our 
town is a 'graveyard. We need help." 
Immediately on the receipt of tho tele- 
gram the board of aldermen of this city 
convened in session and made an ap- 
propriation for the Grenada sufferers 
and appointed a committee of seven to 
solicit contributions from citizens, It 
is thought a liberal sum will be raised. 

Grenada, Miss., Aug. 15. — The type 
of the disease is pronounced malignant 
and is spreading. Ten or eleven new 
cases since this morning. None of the 
old cases have as yet recovered.

EUROPE. 
Berlin, Aug. 14 — Since the attempt- 
ed assassination upon Emperor Wil- 
liam by Dr. Nobeling there have been 
5G3 arrests for insulting the Emperor. 
Of the number 521 have been convict- 
ed, including 31 women. The aggre- 
gate of sentences of imprisonment is 81 1 
years. Five of the accused committed 
suicide before trial. 

CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, Aug. 14. — C. Van 
Dyke Hubbard, stock broker, has filed 
a petition in bankruptcy; liabilities, 
$17,098.83, secured by his seat in tho 
big board, and $35,359.80 unsecured 
assets, §20,635.50 due on promisory 
notes and $16,708.60 due on open book 
account. 

Sacramento, Aug. 13. — Late last 
night the sheriff arrested Troy Dye, 
public administrator of this county, on 
a charge' of the murder of Tullis on 
Grand Island. Clark, partner of Dye 
in the saloon business, was arrested at 
the same time. The evidence against 
the public administrator seems con- 
clusive of his guilt, and tho motive 
seems to be opportunity to administer 
on Tullis' estate. 

San Francisco, Aug. 13. — Judge 
Sawyer, of tho U. S. circuit court, has 
overruled the demurrer in the case of 
All Kow vs. Sheriff Nunan, to recover 
damages for cutting off a cue. The 
court ruled that there was no ordinance 
to authorize tho barbarous proceeding 
on the sheriff's part and that he had no 
legal authority to do so.

It was resolved that a Society bo 
formed and officers chosen. Mr. McGil- 
livray, M.P.P. for Now Westminster Dis- 
trict, was elected President; Mr. Thomas 
Earlo and Mr. Charles Gowon were olect- 
ed Vice Presidents; Mr. Thomas Russell, 
Socretary; and Mr. John Tod, Treasur- 
er. Tho following Directors were elected ; 
Messrs. J. S. Bowkcr, W. MoNiffe, Chas. 
Gowen, J. S. Drummond, M. P. P., 'VV. 
Dalby, N. Shakespeare, G. Stelly of Vic- 
toria; VV. J. Harris, M. P. P., of Maple 
Pidgo; A. C. Wells of Chilli whack; H. 
Helgesen, M.P.P., of Metchosin; J. Mc- 
Emoyl, M.r.P., J. McKenzio and W. 
Turgooso of Saanich; J. B. Sere of tho 
Richmond; B. Crawford of Oomox; J. 
Russell, Esquimalt; Chas. Vernon, Oka- 
nagan; H.Cornwall, Ashcroft; W.D. Ferris, 
New Westminster ; H. Tolmie of Clovor- 
dale ; T. W. Carter of Hillside ; S. Bed- 
nall of Maplo Bay ; and W. H. Ladnor of 
tho South Ann, Fraser River. The mem- 
bers of Assembly wore added to tho direc- 
tory and tho subscription fixed at §'25. 
Mr. J. P. Davies renewed his offer of a 
§25 cup for the boat threo cheeses of 25 
lbs. each ; and a similar prize for the best 
two firkins of butter, weighing not less 
than 112 lbs. This offer was made last 
year ; but thoro was no Show. 

Arrival of tho California from 
"Wranffol. 

The steamship California, Capt. Thorn, 
arrived at Esquimalt last night, bringing 
tho following passengers : J McB. 
Smith, W. T. Livock, F. W. Foster, Win. 
Steelo, J. Glendonning, H. Blossfeldt, A. 
S. Laton, W. Hilyard, H. Thompson, 
R. A. Marriman, (Howo) Geo. Dougherty 
and N. H. Lane. She also brought five 
bales of furs for J. McB. Smith, and three 
for E. Marvin, and §40,000 in gold dust 
from the Cassiar mines. Tho news from 
the diggings is uninteresting. No now 
strikes and a large numbor of tho miners 
out of employment. Only fivo or six 
claims are paying dividends, the remaind- 
er, with but few exceptions, yielding from 
§3 to §5 per day. 

Tho water in tho Stickeon has kopt at a 
good stage for steamboating ;' but the 
traffic has not been sufficient to keep the 
Nollio and Gertrude steadily at work. 

A report that a new creek had been 
struck between Thibort and McDamo has 
induced many miners to remain. Several 
prospecting parties are out in the vicinity 
of Deloire River and hopes are ontertain- 
od of finding something to give now life 
to the district. 

Nows from aomo miners who have gone 
to the head waters of tho Stiekeen had 
reached Telegraph Creek that a prospect 
had been obtained on bar diggings to pay 
§12 per day to tho hand. If nothing be 
discovered in thoso places there will not 
bo employment for over six or seven hun- 
dren miners next season. 



San Fiuncihc'o, Aug. 15.— Tho steam- 
■hip City of Sydney brings news of the 
abandonment of the British bark Kedar, 
from Burrard Inlet with lumber to Mel- 
bourne, near the Friendly Islands, off 
Cook's Island, April 3rd. A hurricane 
swapt a sea over tho bark, making a com- 
plete wreck. In this condition tho crow 
remained on board 50 days, when thuy 
mado a raft and, weak and famishing, 
managed to reach the land. Their suffer- 
ings from want of food and water wero 
great; but only one perished. The re- 
mainder wero taken to New Zealand on a 
coasting ve ssol.

The Hanlan-Ross Boat Raco. 



Tho Toronto Mail has tho following ac- 
count of tho recent boat-raco at St. John, 
New Brunswick: 

" The men were away at 31 strokes a 
minuto, dipping their oara exactly to- 
gether, and watching each other all tho 
time. By actual count for tho first half 
mile, tho number of strokes made by each 
was exactly tho same, but people who 
counted each separately persuaded them- 
selves that Ross was rowing a very much 
quicker stroke. After a quarter of a mile 
Hanlan began to creep gradually ahead. 
At tho half mile tho champion was half a 
length ahead. Off Appleby's wharf his 
lead was a full length, and tho crowd 
cheered him heartily. Ho was perfectly 
cool. His boat was gliding along as steadi- 
ly as if ho wore practising; while Ross 
was evidently excited and laboring. When 
within a few rods of tho one mile post, six 
minutes and thirty-one seconds from tho 
start, Ross slopped pulling and upset into 
tho water. Tho tugs put on all stoam, 
and the excitement was intense- as Ross 
disappeared in tho water. After a moment 
of breathless suspense ho appeared in 
sight again and was seen to bo safely 
clinging to the bottom of his boat. A small 
boat picked him up, and towod his boat 
to the referee's tug. Ho shivered with 
tho, cold and looked very much distressed. 
Tho spring of his rowlock -javo way, ho 
said, and his oar hopped < ' , when ho 
cleared his feet from the straps, and threw 
himself clear as the boat wont ovor. Ho 
did not know which was ahead. Whon 
asked if ho saw Hanlan just before ho 
capsized, ho said ' No, I was watching 
my own boat. ' Hanlan never missed a 
stroke, but kept steadily on and turned 
tho stake-boat in 15.55. No attention 
was paid to him, and the tug went back 
to tho starting point. Ho pulled grace- 
fully up in 30.58, asked tho reforeu if it 
was all right, and was told that tho raco 
was his. in reply to inquiries about tho 
position of the boats when Boss capsized, 
he said, 'Oh, I was about a length and a 
half ahead.' "

"We notico an advertisement which 
appears in the last number of the Alta 
California, because it indicates a new 
departure with the Chinese of this city. 
We refer to a notice of an insurance 
company called the "On TaL" The 
company, it seems, belongs to the Chi- 
nese, the President being Leo Sing and 
the Secretary Ho AmeL The agents 
in San Francisco are Wing, Tie, Jan it 
Co. This company hails from Hong- 
kong. The Chineso have a right to do 
all of the business in this city they can 
secure. Our laws give them this right. 
They come here and work for less wages 
than an American, who has a family to 
support, can live upon. Labor is there- 
fore seriously affected. Next, our la- 
borers, who have been thrown out of 
employment, have but littlo means to 
purchase merchandise. This cuts short 
our merchants. At first the Chinese 
purchased certain supplies from our 
merchants, but that time is fast pass- 
ing away, for the Chineso Companies 
can obtain material from first hands, 
such as leather, tobacco, and cotton and 
woollen goods, which they manufacture. 
Our merchants have ceased even to sell 
the Chinese the most ordinary articles. 
The difficulty was not at first consider- 
ed serious, but it now takes labor and 
traders, and is every day assuming new 
proportions. To-day wo learn, through 
the Alta California, that our insurance 
companies can transact no more busi- 
ness with the Chinese. All of this the 
Chinese have a right to do, and even 
more, if they please. Immigrants who 
came from the East, a few years ago, 
to obtain homes in California, brought 
us large sums of money. The State 
was enriched by them, and their wealth 
went into general circulation. These 
immigrants were in a fair way to build 
up towns throughout the interior. The 
passenger trade on our railroads has 
almost ceased, and yet we have but 
75,000 Chinese in Sun Francisco. What 
will bo tho condition here when this 
population shall be doubled, as it surely 
will unless a change comes over the feel- 
ings of what are termed our best citi- 
zens. Let us see: Seventy-five thousand 
Chinese, the number now in San Fran- 
cisco, will earn, say one dollar per day 
each? Suppose all this money is taken 
out of circulation and sent to China? 
Can a community stand such a drain? 
This would be over two millions dol- 
lars per month — twenty-seven millions 
of dollars annually. This is why the in- 
habitants of San Francisco groan, and 
we see no prospect of improvement un- 
less the people shall decide to give no 
more money to the Chinese, to shut up 
in the great Asiatic vortex, from which 
it never returns. New York City, the 
commercial emporium of the country, 
could not stand such a financial drain 
as now stares San Francisco in the 
face. Draw twenty-seven millions of 
specie out of New York annually, and 
tlfe finances of the city will be shocked. 
San Francisco does not yet fully realize 
the perils which threaten her: but as 
business droops, as the price of real es- 
tate declines, labour falling by the 
wayside, and then merchants losing 
their trade, capitalists will understand 
that the Chinese question is one which 
they cannot* afford to sleep over any 
longer. — S. F. Call,

Tho Ohineao in British Columbia. 

The restriction of Chinese immigra- 
tion in British Columbia is a foregone 
conclusion. The passage of a measure 
for this purpose is likely to be one of 
leading features of the present session- 
of the Provincial Legislature. That 
body- may be considered a unit on this 
subject, no matter how irreconcillablo 
the two factions constituting it may be 
on other matters of public policy. A 
.bill has already been introduced for the 
purpose. The method of restriction 
■contemplated' in it is copied from the 
colony of Queensland, Australia, where 
it is represented to work admirably. It 
is proposed to levy an annual tax of 
sixty dollars on each Chinaman. The 
bill, having been introduced by the 
Government, will no doubt pass, as its 
supporters are greatly in the majority, 
even should tho Opposition dissent. 

It is difficult to tell how many 
Chinese there are in the Province. Five 
thousand is probably a low estimate. 
But, if there be no more than that num- 
ber, they equal one-third the white pop- 
ulation. British Columbia having no 
manufacturing industries, most of the 
Chinese arc engaged in gold mining. In 
this branch of industry they probably 
outnumber ilie whites engaged in it. 
For a great many years the auriferous 
bars and benches of the Fraser have 
been completely monopolized by them.. 
Twelve or thirteen years ago Chinese 
laborers were introduced into the drifts 
of the mines in Cariboo, 
since succeeded in crowding all but 
skilled labor out of the drifts, and the 
bulk of the surface labor is performed 
by them. Unskilled white laborers have 
consequently been unable to obtain em- 
ployment, except for such small compen- 
sation as the Chinese were receiving. 
The Chinese have contributed but little 
to the revenue of the Province, while 
an immense quantity of gold dust is 
taken out of the country by them every 
year. If the proposed tax is levied and 
the Chinese now in the Province re- 
main there, the income derived from 
the tax will he nearly .sufficient to de- 
fray the expenses of the Government. 
But tho probabilities are that an exodus 
will set in as soon as the law is enforc- 
ed, in •which case the Pacific States and 
Territories are likely to bo the sufler- 
ers._,S'. F. Bulletin. 



A Remarkable Crime. 

The Court of Assies of Cera, in the 
Sonth of France, has just held a mur- 
der trial of extraordinary interest. 

In the village of Plaisance dwelt M. 
Dulin, occupying the ground floor of 
his house, whose first story above ho 
let to a tenant, named Courtade, a man 
of violent temper, an ugly neighbor, 
and bad pay. Courtade was always in 
hot water with M. Dulin, who at last 
gave him warning. Courtade refused 
to obey this notice to quit, brought suit 
against his landlord, and persuaded tho 
J ustico of tho Peace, tho Bailiff, Burgan, 
and the Recorder, Lasserre, to visit 
tho house, to make a personal examin- 
ation of tho grounds of complaint, The 
party of five, consisting of the tenant, 
the landlord and the threo Court officers, 
repaired to tho house, under the lead- 
ership of the former, who leaving them 
in tho yard, on some excuse, went into 
tho house, from which he immediately 
reappeared, armed with a couple of 
guns and a revolver. 

"We are on tho battle-field !" he shout- 
ed, "and hero we must die. Theso two," 
"pointing to tho guns, "are for you, 
and this for me." 

"See here I" said the J ustice, putting 
his hand on Courtade's shoulder; 
"you're not a child. Put down those 
things!" Courtade tucked one of tho 
guns under his arm, brought down the 
other to an aim, and stretched dead M. 
Dulin and tho Justice. Dropping that 
gun ho then fired one barrel of the 
other at the unlucky bailiff, the charge 
taking effect in the shoulder, while he 
emptied the second barrel into the ribs 
of the Recorder, Lasserre, who had run 
some yards away. With his revolver 
Courtade next finished Burgan, who 
was begging mercy on his knees. By 
this time the Recorder, fatally hurt as 
he was, had crawled behind a tree on 
the road. 

" So you're hiding, ," cried Court- 
ade, as ho walked up ami gave his 
shrinking victim a shot from each side 
of the tree. Then holding his revolver 
up he said: "You're all dead; rest in 
peace! I've got a gun left for myself." 
With that ho coolly walked back to the 
house. 

Tho hapless widow of Dublin saw 
him coming, and locked her door. 
Courtade approached with a friendly 
gesture. "I don't want to kill you," 
he said, and with those words, resting 
his revolver on the window sill, took 
aim at the cowering woman, striking 
her in the left hip. She fell to the 
floor upon her baby, whom sho had 
been holding in her arms, and whose 
wrappings were torn by the discharge. 
Courtade then entered by the window, 
and finding that the woman did not stir, 
said : "Good enough ! You've got 
your pay ; now I'll take mine !" With 
that he rushed up stairs to his chamber. 

All this had happened in far less 
time than it takes to record, so that tho 
noise of the firing had already brought 
the police to the house. A last shot 
was heard from Courtade's chamber as 
the gendarmes, breaking in his door, 
found him stretched, horribly mangled 
and drenched in blood, on his bed, hav- 
ing blown off a part of his skull with a 
gun so arranged that he could pull the 
trigger with his foot. 

The victims below were hurriedly 
examined. The landlord, the J ustice, 
and tho Bailiff were dead; the Recorder 
almost at his last gasp — lie survived a 
quarter of an hour, muttering a few 
unintelligible words. But iMme. Dulin, 
saved by her self-control, was alive — 
she and her babo, who was unharmed. 
Her wounds at last healed, and it was 
she who described this terrible scene of 
carnage, when Courtade — who also, to 
the wonder of everybody, recovered — 
was tried for murder at Audi, convict- 
ed and sentenced to death.

But 
if wo look at the amount of building 
done in tho various cities in the state 
this summer; at the immense amounts 
spent in excursions and attendance at 
shows; at the constant travel on our 
railroads; at tho numbers of merchants, 
teachers, clergy, etc., who spend the 
summer near the sea or go to the Paris 
exposition — the cry of hard times seems 
thin. We take but little stock in it. 
Crops are abundant, money is plenty. 
Lot that be understood onco for all. 
Thoro never was a time in tho history 
of our country when the sound currency 
of the country was in a larger ratio to 
the business which requires its use. 
Whence, then, arises the cry of hard 
times ? It opened with the collapse and 
panic of 1873, and it has become a 
habit It continues now that tin; un- 
avoidable causes have ceased to operate. 
Tho existing reasons we will mention 
at some other time.

London, August 9. — Rev. Mr. Mack- 
onochic, incumbent of St. Albans, Hol- 
born, having been suspended from his 
clerical functions for three years by the 
sentence of Lortl Penzance, Dean of 
Arches, for contempt of Court, in re- 
fusing to obey a decree prohibiting his 
ritualistic practices, appealed bis case 
from the Court of Arches to the High 
Court of Justice. The appeal was 
heard this week in the Queen's Bench 
division of the High Court of Justice, 
and a decision rendered yesterday in 
favor of tho appellant. The Court is- 
sued a writ of provision directed 
against the sentence of suspension pass- 
ed by the Court of Arches.

A major- 
ity of the Court of Queen's Bench have 
repudiated tho principles of law, estab- 
lished by judgment of the Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Council, and 
have substantially ignored the legal 
authority of that high appellate tri- 
bune. The revocation of tho sentence 
passed upon Mackonochic implies that 
Lord Penzance was mistaken as to the 
powers of his office, and that the Ju- 
dicial Committee of the Privy Council 
shared in the responsibilities for his 
mistake. Are we to understand that 
a simple division of the High Court of 
Justice can or will set aside the law as 
settled by a tribunal of independent 
jurisdiction, hitherto enjoying universal 
respect for the importance and value of 
its decisions? To this extent the Lord 
Chief Justice at least is prepared to go. 
To stop short of it would be dereliction 
of his judicial duty." 



Save the Old Paper. — Never throw 
away old paper. If you have no wish 
to sell, keep it in tho house. Some 
housekeepers prefer it to cloth for clean- 
ing many articles of furniture. For in- 
stance, a volume written by a lady 
who prided herself on her experience 
and tact, says; "After a stove has been 
blackened, it can be kept looking well 
for a long time by rubbing it with pa- 
per every morning. Rubbing with paper 
is a much nicer way of keeping the out- 
side of a tea-kettle, cofi'ee-pot, and tea- 
pot bright and clean than the old way 
of washing them in soda. Rubbing with 
paper is also the best way of polishing 
knives, tinware, and spoons; they shine 
like new silver. For polishing mirrors, 
windows, lamp-chimneys, etc., paper is 
bettor than dry cloth. Preserves and 
pickles keep much better if brown pa- 
per instead of cloth bo tied over the 
jar. Canned fruit is not apt to mould 
if a piece of writing paper cut to lit the 
can is laid directly on the fruit. Pa- 
per is warmer, thinner, and makes 
less noise when one walks over it.
